BY  HON.  C.  H.  HORTON. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Government: 

I  do  not  propose  to  delay  the  proceedings  of  the  in- 
coming administration  by  any  extended  remarks  on 
this  occasion.  I  have  thought  it  proper,  however,  to 
review  in  brief  the  work  of  the  past  two  years  at  this 
time. 

You  are  all  well  aware  of  the  legacies  which  fell  to 
my  lot  on  assuming  the  responsible  position  of  Mayor. 
The  loss  of  two  bridges,  Whittier  and  Watson,  small 
pox,  as  well  as  the  large  increase  of  State  and  County 
tax, caused  an  extra  burden  of  $22,380.57,  over  which 
the  authorities  had  no  control,  which  had  to  be  met  by 
increased  taxation.  They  were  legacies  which  no 
mortal  could  avoid,  and  had  to  be  taken  care  of  to  the 
best  advantage. 

The  Portsmouth  &  Dover  Railroad  has  been  built 
during  this  time.  Ground  was  broken  Nov.  27th, 
1872.  On  the  20th  of  December,  1873,  a  locomotive 
with  platform  car  attached  passed  over  the  road.  On 
the  9th  of  February,  1874,  ^^  ^^^^^  was  opened  to  the 
citizens  of  Portsmouth  and  Dover  for  the  day  free, 
many  of  the  citizens  of  both  cities  availing  themselves 


of  the  privilege  offered.  On  the  following  day,  Feb. 
loth,  the  City  Governments  of  Portsmouth  and  Dover, 
in  connection  with  the  Boards  of  Trade  and  invited 
guests,  were  conveyed  to  Boston,  per  invitation  of  the 
Directors  of  the  road.  Bonds  were  issued  by  the  city, 
January  22,  1873,  to  the  amountof  $225,000,  running 
twenty  years,  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  payable 
semi-annually,  to  pay  for  the  stock  subscribed  for  by 
votes  of  the  City  Councils  passed  August  28,  1872, 
and  January  22,  1873.  These  bonds  were  sold  to  the 
Portsmouth  Trust  and  Guarantee  Co.,  at  par,  Febru- 
ary 27,  1873,  they  agreeing  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
same  up  to  the  time  the  road  was  turned  over  to  the 
Eastern.  This  they  have  done.  Certificates  of  stock  for 
the  whole  amount  have  been  received  and  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  road  is  leased 
to  the  Eastern  for  fifty  years,  they  agreeing  to  pay  6 
per  cent,  on  the  same.  If  the  contract  is  carried  out 
in  full  the  amount  received  from  the  Eastern  will 
meet  the  obligations  of  the  city's  interest  on  the  bonds 
issued. 

Snell's  bridge,  commenced  in  the  fall  of  1872,  was 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  1873 ,  at  a  cost  of  $3 ,025  ; 
Whittier  and  Watson  bridges  built  in  1873,  at  a  cost 
of  $4,400  ;  Blackwater  bridge  thoroughly  repaired  in 
1873  ;  the  easterly  abutment  of  Fourth  St.  bridge  built 
over  in  1873  ;  the  southerly  abutment  of  Central  St. 
bridge  built  over  in  1874  5  Dunn's  bridge  has  been 
made  about  eight  feet  wider  on  the  northerly  side  this 
year. 

Concrete  walks  have  been  laid  during  the  past  two 
years  on  portions  of  Franklin,  Third,  Main,  Wash- 
ington, Locust,  Nelson,  Atkinson  and  Silver  streets; 
also  crossings  on  some  of  the  principal  streets  of  the 


city.  Walks  in  the  yards  of  the  High  and  Belknap 
schools  have  also  been  concreted. 

Sewers  have  been  put  down  on  Fourth,  New  York, 
St,  John,  Payne,  Washington  and  Silver  streets.  Most 
of  the  sewers  have  been  of  the  fifteen  inch  horse-col- 
lar cement  pipe. 

The  Supervisor  of  Highways,  created  in  1873,  has 
worked  to  my  entire  satisfaction  the  past  year.  To 
show  you  somewhat  the  advantage  of  the  present  sys- 
tem over  the  old,  allow  me  to  say,  that  the  expense 
on  the  highways,  including  sidewalks,  for  the  last  five 
years  prior  to  1874,  ^^^  averaged  about  $19,000  per 
annum,  while  the  past  year  it  will  not  exceed  $14,000, 
showing  a  saving  of  at  least  $5,000  in  favor  of  the 
present  system. 

The  Hook  &  Ladder  House  was  repaired  in  1873, 
as  was  No.  2  Engine  House,  The  city  purchased 
1000  feet  of  leading  hose  for  the  steamers  in  1873. 
About  300  feet  have  been  purchased  this  year  for  hand 
Engine  No.  2.  The  small  Steamer  was  sent  to  Man- 
chester last  year  and  thoroughly  repaired.  The  large 
Steamer  has  had  slight  repairs  this  year.  Two  pairs 
ot  horses  have  been  purchased  the  past  two  years  for 
city  purposes.  A  large  stone  reservoir  was  built  on 
Court  street  in  1873.  One  of  the  largest,  if  not  the 
largest,  brick  reservoir,  in  the  city  has  been  built  on 
Charles  street  (now  Broadway)  the  past  year. 

Most  of  the  outstanding  tax  lists  of  previous  years 
have  been  settled,  and  the  amount  due  on  the  same 
has  been  received  and  paid  into  the  Treasury.  Not 
one  dollar  has  been  hired  the  past  year,  and  all  the 
drafts  on  the  city  have  been  met  at  sight. 

The  net  indebtedness  of  the  city,  Dec.  31,  18/2, 
was  $197,375.67.     The  net  indebtedness  of  the  city, 


December  31,  1874,  is  $168,119.73  ;  showing  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  city  debt  in  two  years,    1873-74,  of  $29,- 

255-94- 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  briefly  reviewed  the  doings 

of  the  past  two  years. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  to  the  gentlemen  who 

have  supported  me  the  past  two  years,  I   am  under 

many  obligations.     Could  I  have   had   my  choice,  or 

the  selection  of  my  associates,  I  could  not  have  asked 

for  a  single  alteration,  *'  and  it  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to 

here  publicly   acknowledge  the  indebtedness  under 

which  I  have  been  placed,  and  to  beg  that  they  will, 

one  and  all,  accept  my  heartfelt  thanks."    And  I  now 

cheerfully  leave  the  matter  of  management  in  your 

hands,  trusting  that  God,  who  is  the  Father  of  us  all, 

will  watch  over  and  prosper  our  beloved  city. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : — 

As  I  have  been  chosen  your  Mayor,  it  becomes  at  this 
time  a  duty  incumbent  upon  me  to  make  such  suggestions 
and  recommendations  for  your  consideration  as  I  deem 
conducive  to  best  promote  the  growth,  health  and  prosperity 
of  our  city.  In  taking  a  look  at  its  affairs  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  new  year,  and  also  looking  back  through  the 
one  just  past,  and  seeing  that  no  contagion  or  conflagration 
has  visited  us,  we  are  shown  the  debt  of  gratitude  we  are 
under  to  a  kind  Providence  for  the  prosperity  that  has  at- 
tended us. 

I  should  assume  the  responsibilities  of  Chief  Magistrate 
with  many  doubts  and  misgivings,  did  I  not  know  that  I  am 
to  be  associated  and  surrounded  in  the  municipal  manage- 
ment with  a  body  of  gentlemen  so  creditably  representative 
of  the  intelligence  and  active  public  spirit  of  our  community, 
and  of  so  large  practical  acquaintance  with  its  affairs. 
Knowing  and  believing  all  this,  I  trust  you  will  exercise  a 
good  degree  of  charity  and  lend  me  your  hearty  co-opera- 
tion. I  shall  endevaor  to  do  my  duty  faithfully  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  city. 

Appropriations. 
In  making  your  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  I 
us  t  you  will  use  yoi^r  best  judgment,  and  while  making 
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them  ample  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  each  depart- 
ment, labor  earnestly  to  bring  those  expenses  within  the 
prescribed  limits.

Schools. 

Our  public  schools  rank  high,  and  for  liberal  support  and 
enterprising  management  I  believe  can  fear  no  comparison 
with  the  best  of  other  like  communities ;  3^et  doubtless  here 
as  elsewhere  the  system  of  instruction  and  discipline,  though 
in  the  main  admirable,  is  still  improvable  in  many  of  its 
methods,  and  to  attain  the  highest  point  of  excellence  we 
must  still  cultivate  a  progressive  spirit,  receptive  of  all  new 
truth  in  the  science  of  mental  development.  The  whole 
number  of  scholars,  and  the  average  attendance  of  scholars, 
for  the  year  1874,  fall  slightly  below  the  year  of  1873,  which 
convinces  us  that  our  city  has  not  probably  increased  its  pop- 
ulation the  past  year. 


Fire  Department. 
Of  the  general  condition  of  the  Fire  Department,  only 
words  of  commendation  can,  in  justice,  be  spoken.  The  new 
chief  and  his  associates  have  evidently  felt  their  responsi- 
bility to  maintain  its  high  character,  and  have  brought  to 
their  trust  a  fresh  energy  and  enthusiasm.  As  a  result  the 
Department  is  now  superior  to  eyen  its  former  excellence, 
and  unrivalled,  I  believe,  in  any  point  of  merit  by  any  sim- 
ilar organization.  Recent  inspection  exhibits  the  apparatus 
in  perfect  order,  ready  either  for  holiday  parade  or  sternest 
duty.  Eviflences  of  careful  thrift  appear  in  the  order  and 
condition  of  the  buildings  and  other  property  in  the  custody 
of  the  Department.  The  Chief  Engineer's  report  sets  forth 
what  in  his  judgment  we  need  to  perfect  the  Department. 

Police. 
The  police  is  a  very  necessary  arm  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment ;  therefore  it  is  highly  important  that  the  officers  should 
be  honest,  faithful  and  sober  men,  for  no  other  branch  of  ad- 
ministrative authority  touches  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
people  more  closely  or  merits  to  be  more  circumspect  in  its 
exercises  than  the  one  to  which  is  given  the  immediate  charge 
of  domestic  order.  Efficiency  in  this  department  adds  secu- 
rity to  property,  protection  to  person,  and  beneficent  peace 
to  society.  For  particulars  of  the  operations  of  this  de- 
partment I  would  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  City  Marshal. 

Cemetery. 
The  last  and  final  resting  place  of  the  dead  connot  be 
made  too  beautiful.  Our  grounds  are  naturally  so,  and  with 
a  small  appropriation  each  year  can  be  improved ;  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  this  year  be 
placed  at  four  hundred  dollars. 

Water. 
I  feel  constrained  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of 
securing  a  more  abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  City,  from 
Willand's  Pond,  or  elsewhere.    In  past  years,  with  a  view  to 


lO 

safety  in  case  of  fires,  as  well  as  to  the  comfort  and  conve- 
nience of  daily  life,  this  matter  has  been  deemed  of  so  much 
public  importance,  that  several  of  my  predecessors  have 
called  attention  thereto.  Legislative  authority  to  bring  the 
water  from  Willand's  pond  was  conferred  upon  the  City  in 
1870,  and  under  it  the  City  emploj^ed  engineers  to  investigate 
the  subject  in  all  its  bearings.  The  report,  as  we  learn,  was 
favorable  to  the  feasibility  of  the  project,  but  left  some  doubt 
as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  supply,  to  be  expedient  from  that 
source.  Fearing  to  venture  upon  so  large  an  expenditure 
without  a  certainty  of  favorable  results,  it  is  understood 
that  the  City  Government  abandoned  the  enterprise,  for  the 
time  being,  and  suffered  their  legislative  charter  to  expire  by 
lapse  of  time.  Recentl}^  the  discussion  of  the  subject  has 
been  revived,  and  a  private  Compan}^  has  applied  to  the  Leg- 
islature for  an  act  of  incorporation.  Believing  that  it  would 
be  adverse  to  the  public  interest  to  suffer  this  valuable  fran- 
chise to  fall  into  the  hands  of  private  parties,  I  recommend 
a  thorough  re-examination  of  the  whole  subject.  If  the  pro- 
ject is  found  practicable,  and  the  right  valuable,  I  entertain 
the  opinion  that  the  whole  people  ought  to  possess  it,  and 
that  the  City,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  should  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  secure  the  revival  of  the  former  privilege. 

Poor  Department. 
The  expense  in  this  Department  is  considerable.  We 
doubt  not  that  the  money  has  been  prudently  and  judiciously 
used  in  relieving  the  wants  of  the  needy.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  poor  we  have  with  us,  and  always  shall  have,  as  there 
is  no  scheme  so  brilliant  as  to  wipe  out  pauperism.  On  ac- 
count of  general  depression  in  business  throughout  the  coun- 
try, the  expenditure  in  this  Department  is  likely  to  be 
greater  for  the  coming  year  than  in  former  times. 

Streets,  Sewers,  Sidewalks,  and  Bridges. 
The  amount  expended  in  this  Department  last  year  was 
117,062.25.     I  will  here  make  the  same  recommendation  as 
was  made  by  the  retiring  Mayor,  that  a  City  Ordinance  be 
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passed  requiring  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  in    the 
compact  part  of  the  City  to  clear  their  walks  after  every 
snow  storm.     This  would  be  a  saving  to  the  Treasury  and  a 
convenience  to  pedestrians.     I  know  of  no  city  so  large  as 
Dover  but  what  has  such  an  Ordinance. 

Street  Lights. 
There  are  at  present  eighty-four  street  lamps,  which  are 
lighted  by  gas.     There  were  several   added  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the   number  the 
current  year. 

Conclusion. 
Gentlemen,  in  conclusion  allow  me  to  state  that  we  have 
taken  upon  ourselves  the  oath  prescribed  for  municipal  offi- 
cers. Let  us  cany  out  that  oath  to  a  letter.  Our  duties  will 
be  many,  but  let  us  not  shrink  from  any  of  them.  We  must 
practice  the  most  rigid  economy,  for  capital  seeks  invest- 
ment where  tax  burdens  are  light.  Prudence  forbids  us  to 
run  in  debt^  save  for  exceptional  objects,  and,  gentlemen, 
let  us  show  by  our  official  acts  that  we  mean  no  more  in- 
crease of  municipal  debt,  greater  economy  in  expenditures, 
and  no  increase  in  taxation  while  the  city  is  not  growing  in 
wealth  and  population.

REPORT 

OF   THE 

COMMITTEE   ON  FINANCE 


City  of  Dover,  Dec.  31,  1874. 

The  undersigned,  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Finance, 
of  the  City  Councils  of  said  City,  certify  that  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  an  existing  Ordinance,  we  have  ex- 
amined the  following  account  of  Franklin  Freeman,  City 
Treasurer,  and  find  the  same  to  be  correctly  cast,  and  each 
payment  properly  vouched  by  a  Treasury  Order,  correspond- 
ing in  amount  with  the  vouchers  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Clerk.  We  have  also  examined  the  sources  from  which  the 
income  of  the  past  year  has  been  derived,  and  are  satisfied 
that  he  has  charged  himself  with  the  total  amount  paid  into 
the  Treasury. 

We  find  that  the  total  receipts  into  the  Treasury  during 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1874,  including  the  ($13,598.15) 
thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and 
fifteen  cents,  cash  balance  of  1873,  have  been  ($148,267.42) 
one  hundred  and  forty-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  dollars  and  forty-two  cents. 

The  total  payments  during  the  same  time  have  been 
($122,773.05)  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  seventy- three  dollars  and  five  cents,  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  of  ($25,494.37)  twenty-five  thousand, 
four  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents.

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  Chapter  7,  Sec.  10,  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Fire  Department,  I  herewith 
submit  my  Annual  Eeport  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 1874 

The  year  has  been  unusually  quiet  in  regard  to  fires  and 
alarms  ;  more  so  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  present 
Department  was  organized,  and  false  alarms  have  been  quite 
unfrequent.  Nevertheless,  we  should  be  prepared  for  any 
emergenc}^

The  general  condition  of  the  Fire  Department  is  satisfac- 
tory. I  would  recommend  the  purchasing  of  1000  feet  of 
new  Leading  Hose  at  an  early  day.  Cochecho  Hose  Co.  has 
called  for  1000  feet  of  Hose  ;  500  feet  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Co., — all  that  we  could  possibly  spare.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  their  request  be  granted.  In  case  of  a  great  fir^ 
their  services  are  almost  indispensable,  and  I  think  every 
reasonable  request  should  be  granted. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  Steamer  Dover  No.  1  be 
exchanged  for  a  new  second-class  machine.  In  this  I  am 
seconded  by  all  of  my  associates,  and  I  earnestly  hope  this 
subject  will  command  your  careful  consideration. 

I  would  recommend  that  one  pair  of  horses  be  kept  in  the 
Engine  House  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  to  draw  Steamer 
No.  2,  to  be  worked  alternately  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner. My  judgment,  prompts  me  to  say,  that  three  and 
one-half  tons  is  too  much  for  any  horse  the  City  owns  to 
draw  to  a  fire. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  City  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Belknap  street,  naturally  starts  the  question  whether  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  carry  the  water  of  Unitarian  Pond 
in  underground  pipes  to  this  locality,  as  it  has  been  carried 
to  Locust  street.  The  expense  would  be  small,  and  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  to  fur- 
nish an  additional  supply  of  water  for  that  part  of  the  City. 

I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration,  whether  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  a  term  of  years, 
or.  like  members  of  the  Companies,  as  long  as  they  perform 
their  duties  acceptably,  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the 
City  and  beneficial  to  the  Department.

IV.  That  so  much  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty- 
Three  as  runs  from  Rebecca  Pinkham's  gate  to  the  turn  of 
the  road  near  Andrew  T.  Roberts'  dwelling  house  be  disan- 
nexed  from  said  District  No.  23  and  annexed  to  and  made 
part  of  Highway  District  No.  14,  and  so  much  as  runs  from 
the  turn  of  the  road  near  the  dwelling-house  of  Samuel  H. 
Hanson  to  Nathaniel  Carlton's  dwelling-house,  be  disannex- 
ed  from  said  District  No.  14  and  annexed  to  and  made  part 
of  Highway  District  No.  23. 

V.  As  established  September  19,  1872.  That  so  much 
of  Highway  District  No.  8,  as  lies  between  the  junction  of 
Sixth  and  Grove  streets  and  the  westerly  end  of  the  Brick 
House  owned  by  John  B.  Hull,  be  disannexed  from  the  said 
District  No.  8,  and  added  to  and  made  part  of  District  Nos. 
1,  2,  3. 

District  No.  1 — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  also  Locust  (formerly 
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High)  street  to  its  head,  Arch  street,  Silver  and  Washington 
streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to  its  junction 
with  Tolend  Road,  Brick  street  to  its  junction  with  Grove, 
Franklin  street  to  its  junction  with  Chestnut  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  the  Rollins  road  to  its  junction  with 
Fresh  Creek  road,  the  Turnpike  to  Rollinsford  line,  Rogers 
street  to  the  Gulf  road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills,  Payne  street 
to  the  culvert  beyond  Plate's  Hill,  Mt.  Pleasant  to  Cross 
road.  Cross  road  to  Neck  road  near  James  Caton's  house, 
Pleasant  street  to  John  Meserve's  house  and  to  head  of 
Locust. 

District  No.  2 — Shall  begin  at  Cushing's  Mills,  thence  to 
James  McDuffee's  gate,  the  old  road  by  Capt.  James  B. 
Guppy's  to  Fresh  Creek  road,  and  Fresh  Creek  road  east  to 
the  Rollins  road  to  Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  3 — Shall  begin  on  Franklin  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  near  the  corner  of  Chestnut  street, 
thence  to  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer  on  Garrison  Hill,  includ- 
ing the  Fresh  Creek  road,  west  of  the  Rollins  road. 

District  No.  4 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer 
on  Garrison  Hill,  thence  to  Somersworth  line  and  W, 
Moore's  house ;  also  by  the  house  of  the  late  E.  Hurd  to 
Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  5 — Shall  begin  at  Somersworth  line  near  H. 
Henderson's  house,  thence  down  to  Gage's  Hill,  also  by 
Moses  Hussey^s  house  to  the  new  road,  and  to  Reynard's 
brook. 

District  No.  6 — Shall  begin  at  Somersworth  line  on 
Blackwater  road,  thence  to  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth 
lines. 

District  No.  7 — Shall  begin  at  Reynard's  brook  south  of 
David  Sargent's  house,  thence  by  said  Sargent's  house  to 
Rochester  line  ;  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school  house  to 
the  railroad  crossing  and  the  road  to  Moses  Farnham's. 

District  No.  8 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  Grove  and 
Brick  Streets,  thence  by  the  house  of  Ezra  Kimball  to  Indian 
brook;  also  the  road  by  Richard  Kimball's  house  to  the 
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house  of  Mr.  Fuller,  thence  to  the  railroad  crossing  near  the 
Whittier  bridge ;  also  the  Upper  Factory  road,  from  the 
school-house  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge. 

District  No.  9 — Shall  begin  at  Indian  brook  near  the 
house  of  Oliver  S.  Home,  thence  b}?-  the  house  of  Joseph  W. 
Bennett  to  the  railroad  crossing,  on  the  cross  road  and  to 
the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Alms-house,  and  by  the  house 
of  Paul  Home  to  the  house  of  Moses  Farnham. 

District  No.  10 — Shall  begin  at  the  railroad  crossing  near 
the  Alms  House,  thence  by  the  house  of  Timothy  H.  Snell 
to  Rochester  line,  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's  farm 
and  the  cross  road  by  the  house  of  Horace  Kimball  to  the 
railroad  crossing. 

District  No.  11 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  Point,  thence  to 
the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  No.  12 — Shall  begin  at  John  Meserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  No.  13 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy  Roberts,  thence  to  the 
red  school  house,  and  main  road  to  and  across  the  bridge 
below  Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross  roads. 

District  No.  14 — Shall  begin  at  Amaziah  Brownell's 
house,  thence  by  the  house  of  Nicholas  Varney  to  Nathaniel 
Carlton's  house  and  the  Cowan  road. 

District  No.  15 — Shall  begin  at  the  culvert  at  Plate's 
Hill,  thence  by  Samuel  Hanson's,  2d,  to  the  old  road  and 
the  Amos  Burrows  road. 

District  No.  16 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  James 
Wentworth,  thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  David  and  Samuel 
Tuttle  roads,  the  new  road  to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  the  road 
to  Mad  bury  line. 

District  No.  17 — Shall  begin  at  the  head  of  Locust  St., 
thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  Mast  road  to  Reynold's  bridge, 
the  Drew  Lane  and  the  Spruce  Lane. 
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District  No.  18 — Shall  begin  at  theMadbury  line,  thence 
by  Simon  J.  Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  bridge,  the  Mast  road 
to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  Pudding  hill  to  Madbury  line. 

District  No.  19 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Joshua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  of  Wm.  Twombly  to  Madbury 
line,  and  from  said  road  by  Richardson's  Mill  to  the  Durham 
road,  and  then  from  said  road  to  the  farm  of  Joseph  Bailey, 
and  from  said  road  to  the  Hanson  shop  (so  called). 

District  No.  20 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Robert 
Christy,  thence  to  Madbury  line,  by  J.  Cook's  house,  and  to 
Madbury  line  by  the  house  of  J.  F.  Kelley,  thence  on  cross 
road  to  the  house  of  Wm.  W.  Wiggin,  and  on  cross  road  by 
the  house  of  Joseph  Bailey  to  the  farm  of  O.  K.  Hayes. 

District  No.  21 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  lately  owned  by  H.  G.  Otis,  thence  by  the 
house  of  Ephraim  Ham  to  Ebenezer  Faxon's  blacksmith 
shop,  and  both  cross  roads  leading  from  said  road  across  the 
Whittier  bridge  to  the  railroad  crossing ;  also  the  cross  road 
to  Wm.  W.  Wiggin's  and  the  cross  road  to  the  Upper  Fac- 
tory bridge. 

District  No.  22 — Shall  begin  at  Ebenezer  Faxon's  black- 
smith shop,  thence  by  the  house  of  Frank  Brawn  to  Barring- 
ton  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  to  Madbury 
line,  and  cross  road  over  the  Watson  bridge  to  the  railroad 
crossing. 

District  No.  23 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  Andrew  T.  Roberts,  thence  by  Ivory  Paul's 
house  to  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  Samuel  H.  Hanson's 
house,  and  the  cross  road  to  Mrs.  Pinkham's.
